The M urderer Holds a Lon* and 
Interesting Conversation With- 
a Fellow Countrym an. 


There is one person in Los Angeles 
that takes very littie interest in the 
question of who is to be the next Presi­ 
dent or to? that m atter in any of the 
events which may take place after the 
6th of next month. 
That person is the 
condemned murderer Anschlag who is to 
receive, two weeks from next Friday, 
the punishm ent which the law has de­ 
creed for his terrible crime. 
He has 
made it a practice for some time to refuse 
to speak to visitors evidently apprt dating 
that they are merely actuated by curios­ 
ity in their desire to see him. 
A representative of the H e r a l d visited 
the jail yesterday in company with a 
gentlem an whose birthplace in Prussia 
is but a few miles distant from K<cnigs- 
burg, the former home of Anschlag. 
It 
was believed that the m urderer meeting 
with one whose former associations were 
the same as his own might feel stirred to 
talk, and the expectation was not disap­ 
pointed. 
Anschiag’s knowledge of Eng­ 
lish is limited to the words in commonest 
use, with which he is not able to express 
himself satisfactorily. 
In the German 
language he is a voluble and easy 
talker, and shows that ho possesses a 
mind rather above the average, as well 
as a considerable degree of culture. 
After introducing himself and explain­ 
ing his acquaintance with the locality of 
AiiBchlag’s home, the visitor asked him 
how he was treated in the jail. 
“ I have no objection to m ake,” said 
Anschlag. 
“ Mr. Russell and all the 
others are very kind to me, and seem to 
try to make everything as pleasant as 
possible for me. 
I am very tired of 
being kept in confinement so long, but 
my health is all right. 
I suppose it will 
last me through,” he continued, with a 
ghastly smile. 
“ I wish you would tell me, Anschlag,” 
said the visitor, “ how you came to leave 
German>. ” 
It was to avoid serving in the arm y,” 
answered the prisoner. ‘‘When I was of 
the proper age they examined me for ser­ 
vice, but I was of too small a stature and 
they let me ofl for another term. 
On 
the second examination my lungs were 
found to be very weak, and I was judged 
not strong enough. 
When the third time 
came around my brother thought best to 
sret me off, so he secured a pass for me to 
England and a little while later I sailed 
from there to America. 
I have had bad 
luck all the time since I came to this 
country,” he added, meditatively, “ but 
this is the worst scrape of all.” 
" I should like to have you tell me, 
Anschlag.” said the visitor, “ how you 
came to do this thing that has gotten you 
into such a fix .” 
“ I have told just how I did it several 
tim es,” said he. 
His manner of speak­ 
ing, which up to that time had been cool 
and easy, became suddenly nervous and 
confused. 
“ I know you have told how you did it, 
but I want to ask you honestly why you 
did it. 
Did you think you could get that 
farm ? 
You must have known that the 
killing of the Hitchcocks would be dis­ 
covered and you would be punished.” 
“ Y es,” said them urderer, “ I knew that 
well enough and I did not kill them for 
the farm. 
I cannot tell why 1 killed 
them aud I have regretted it every 
minute since. Once in a while there gets 
to be something the m atter with me. 
I 
cannot tell you what it is but 1 feel as 
though 1 wanted to tear up everything 
that I can get my hands on and kill 
every living being. 
W hen I feel one of 
these fits coming on it is all I can do to 
control myself. Drinking makes it worse 
and on this occasion I drank a good 
deal.” 
Anschlag shifted about uneasily 
in hischair, opening and closing his hands 
and rubbing their palms together. 
HÍ9 
eyes rested first on one thing and then 
another, and he breathed fast like a man 
undergoing m ental strain. 
“ The more I 
drank the fiercer 1 got, and although I 
was not drunk at any time I am sure 1 
could have controlled myself if I had 
kept my head perfectly clear.” 
“ Do you mean that you think th at you 
are insane?” asked the visitor. 
I do not think that I am insane now, 
but I know that I could not keep from 
killing those people, although I did my 
best not to do it. 
The more I thought

the 
harder 
it 
got to 
keep 
away 
from 
them . 
It 
was 
in my mind all the time, and I could 
not get rid of the idea. 
At last I did it, 
and I hardly know how nor why.” 
“ Is there any insanity hereditary in 
your fam ily?” th em urderer was asked. 
“ I have one first cousin now in a mad 
house in Germany and another who is 
afllicted with melancholia. This last is 
a full-grown woman, yet she is little more 
than an idiot, sitting silent and sad all 
day long.” 
“ Did your lawyers know all th is?” 
“ I had very little money to give to the 
lawyers,” said A nschlag.' “ They might 
have done a good deal more for me if 
I h ad .” 
“ You said, Anschlag, when you were 
sentenced that there were others in this 
thing with you? Gan you tell me anj-- 
t h i D g about t h a t ? ” 
“ There is something in th at,” he an­ 
swered, and I will finally explain what I 
m eant.” 
The condemned man expressed great 
gratitude for the German papers which 
were brought him and hoped that his 
visitor would call frequently. 
I t will be 
noticed that his own explanation of the 
causes which led to the perpetration of 
the deed does not accord with his state­ 
ment that others were concerned in the 
affair.

DEMOCRACY ON THE WAKPATH. 


County Clerk Dunsmoor Hauled Over 
the 
Coals 
for 
a Black 
Official Crime. 


H ie Democrats of South Pasadena got 
up a rousing 
dem onstration in that 
beautiful precinct Saturday night. 
Headed by the Pasadena Band, a 
torchlight procession, carrying banners 
blazing with patriotic mottoes, paraded 
the streets, 
When it reached the South 
Pasadena Hotel, w here the speakers of 
the evening stopped, it halted and gave 
cheers for the standard hearers of the 
Democracy. 
It then proceeded through 
the avenues of the beautiful place and 
returned to the hotel and escorted the 
speakers to the Graham Block, in the 
fine hall of which the meeting was held. 
Major D. R. Kisley made a short open­ 
ing address to the vast audience as­ 
sembled, and introduced as the firet 
speaker, Mr. S. A. W aldron, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the Assembly, who 
is running against Dad Brierly, the Re­ 
publican boss. 


JIOW TH E PEOPLE HAVE BEEN SWINDLED. 
Mr. Waldron delivered a very interest­ 
ing speech, devotiDg himself principally 
to the surplus. In order to impress upou 
his hearers the dangers of the great 
money lock-up, he went very minutely 
and analytically into the history of Re­ 
publican contractions of the ciiculation 
<cl the country, and their dire effect upon 
the debtor class, who are always the 
common people. 
H e cited the fact that 
in 1866 the Republicans, in undisputed 
power of every branch of the Govern­ 
ment, at one stroke contracted the circu­ 
lation one-half by burning up one billion 
of dollars of greenbacks. Then they 
demonetized silver, destroying half of the 
half that was left, and* added to gold 
three 
times 
the purchasing 
power 
it 
had 
before 
these 
acts 
of 
plutocratic 
vandalism 
had 
been 
consummated. 
W hat was the result ? 
Every man whose home had been mort­ 
gaged when money was plentiful found 
him self confronted with three times the 
am ount of debt he had when his mort­ 
gage was made. 
Universal ruin ensued 
to the debtor class, depreciation of the 
value of property all over the land, and 
the wealth of the rich increased three­ 
fold. It is acts of this kind that create 
millionaires and tramps, and yet the 
people who by their votes have it in their 
power to punish and prevent such public 
crimes continued the guilty party in 
power for eighteen years after it had 
done this stupendous wrong. The sur­ 
plus, which now threatens to plunge the 
country into financial disaster, is a relic 
of the policy foisted upon us by the 
Republican party, and is in the direct 
interest of the money kings, swelling 
their riches through the fatal principle 
of contraction. The working classes, after 
a ll,are the real sufferers from this baleful 
policy, and if they do not wake up and 
Bee it, and vote against the party which 
would not only keep the present war 
taxes 
in 
operation, 
but 
increase 
them , as they threaten, they will find as 
a result that wages—low enough now— 
will go still lower, and the power of 
the moneyarchs be further and further 
enhanced. 


A COUNTY CLEBK’s CRIME. 
Mr. Waldron then touched upon the 
campaign locally considered, and paid a 
high compliment to the abjlity and in­ 
tegrity of Mr. Parcels (who was present), 
the Democratic candidate for County 
Clerk. 
H e drew attention to the fact 
that his opponent, Mr. Dunsmoor, two 
years ago the Republican candidate, had 
disfranchised 194 Democrats by refusing 
to place their 
names on the Great 
Register on account of a trifling inform­ 
ality on the part of the Democratic 
J)epoty Assessors, in returning the regis­ 
trations before they had filed their ap­ 
pointm ents. As County Clerk betook 
upon himself to commit this outrageous 
act against the 
American 
franchise 
aolely 
on 
party 
grounds 
and 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
his 
party. 
Mr. 
Waldron 
assured the 
meeting that 
this serious charge was not got up for 
political effect or clap-trap. It had been 
admitted as true by Dunsmoor himself 
w hen under oath. 
In the testimony ad­ 
duced before the Notary Public in the 
contest of _ Lynch vs. Vandever for the 
seat of this district in Congress, after a 
recital of the fact that these Democratic 
registrations had been rejected by him 
counsel put this question to Mr. Duns 
moor: 
“ Would you have registered those names 
if they had been Republicans instead of 
Democrats ?” 
Mr. Dunsmoor answered, “ Y es!” 
Now, are you going to cast your votes 
for the m an who committed this high­ 
handed outrage upon American citizen­ 
ship for the benefit of his party?

This 
part of Mr. W aldron’s address made a 
deep sensation.

Colonel Jam es J . Ayers then took up 
th e national questions before the country 
an d argued them at great length.

or it had redeemed all its pledges 
made 
four 
years 
ago. 
Grover 
Cleveland 
had made 
one 
of 
the 
best Chief Magistrates this country had 
ever had. 
Honest himself, he had by 
the energy and purity of his character, 
given practical vitality in every depart­ 
ment of government 
to 
the golden 
maxim he himself had solemnly uttered 
at the beginning, that “ public office is a 
public trust.” 
He, moreover, was a 
man of undaunted courage, and had in 
an em inent degree that best of all quali­ 
ties, rooted convictions which he had the 
courage to announce and enforce. 
Had 
he been a weak or time-serving man, he 
would aave hesitated to force the great 
tariff issue upon the country at a time 
when nine men out oí ten thought it 
would cost him his renomination. 
He 
bravely sank all personal considerations 
and placed that great issue conspicuously 
before tbe country in his message to 
Congress last December. 
That issue is 
now the subject of contention between 
the two great parties. The Republicans, 
however, feeling the weakness of their 
cause, are striving to raise side issues so 
as to distract their followers from the 
main question, and by a miserable coup- 
d e-m a in to bring defection into a portion 
of the ranks of their adversary'. The 
Murchison letter and the reply of Lord 
Sackville is their latest invention and 
its fruit. The speaker then went on 
to show that if there was any British 
party in this country it was the Republi­ 
can, for its policy of high protective 
tariff was a virtual abandonm ent of the 
neutral markets of the world to English 
manufacturers. The Democratic policy 
would enahle our own manufacturers to 
compete with them in those markets, 
and at the same time furnish employ­ 
ment to American laborers and opera 
tives all the year round instead of as 
now for only half or three-quarters time. 
We propose to adm it all raw materials 
that enter into our manufactures free, 
and thus place our industries on an 
equal footing in that respect with Eng­ 
lish manufacturers. To the Republican 
claim that we can only compete even 
then by reducing the wages of our opera­ 
tives, we reply that Blaine himself offi­ 
cially reported to Congress when he was 
Secretary of State that after a searching 
investigation he had found that whilst 
the rate of 
wages 
in protected in­ 
dustries 
in the United States were 
nominally a trifle higher here than 
in Great Britain, yet our superiority in 
machinery, and the results of the work 
of each operative in produced manufac­ 
tures, made the wages here lower to the 
employer than they were in England. 
This settles the question of competition, 
and shows that under the Democratic 
policy we shall at a future day reverse 
the fact that 
Great 
Britain exports 
annually $1,060,000,000 of manufactured 
goods to $105,000,000 exported by the 
United States. 
We shall accomplish two 
things by our policy—we will return the 
surplus into the pockets of the people 
where it belongs and where it will do the 
most good, and we will insure steady 
employment to the workers and an un­ 
limited market to their employers. 
For 
the mass of the people, we will relieve 
them from the blood-sucking trusts and 
give them what they wear and consume 
at less than monopolistic rates. 
We 
shall, through that same policy, restore 
our merchant marine, which the Repub­ 
licans have swept from the ocean, to the 
empire of the seas, and make our whole 
people prosperous instead of pampering 
a small class into enormous wealth at 
the expense of the rest of the people. 
The speaker quoted 
from 
official 
statistics and the textbooks of leading 
political economists to show that his 
arguments were based upon recognized 
facts and their logical deductions. 
He 
showed that every advance in the tariff 
from the time of the adoption of the 
Constitution to the present had been fol­ 
lowed by a decrease of wages, and that 
every time the l a ‘iff was lowered so as to 
affect importations that wages went up. 
He cited the years 1824, 1828 and 1842 
as years when the tariff was advanced 
with this result, and said that when the 
last tariff had reached its full effect in 
1845, wages had run down as low as 
they had been during the Tariff of 
Abominations. 
From 1846 to 1860, a 
period of tariff for revenue, 
wages 
steadily increased until in 1862 they again 
declined under the war tariff, but were 
immediately stimulated by the enormous 
demands for labor to feed and clothe the 
immense armies in the field. 
In 1866. 
the high tariff still marching up, wages 
were nominaliy high, but the pay being 
in an irredeemable money was only worth 
fifty cents on the dollar, measured by the 
price of gold. Wages have continued to 
decline since that time, and whilst work 
has been spasmodic the men, especially 
in the protected industries, have been 
ground down to the lowest pittance, so 
that discouragement and strikes have 
been the order of the day and an arm y of 
tramps have been turned out to wander 
over the country as a consequence of the 
Republican policy of making the rich 
richer and tbe poor poorer. 
The speaker then discussed the Chi­ 
nese question, and said that the people 
on

coast 
owed 
a 
debt 
of 
gratitude 
to 
Mr. 
Cleveland 
for 
the 
prompt 
manner 
in 
which 
he came to their substantial relief as 
soon as the opportunity presented itself; 
whilst his opponent, Harrison, had re 
fused to come to their assistance when it 
was in his power to render them effective 
aid. Not only did he refuse to aid them, 
but as United States Senator he had 
voted every time against even the most 
moderate restriction of immigration of 
the objectionable race. 
In closing the speaker said: 
“ The 
action of the good Samaritan has come 
down the ages fragrant with the aroma 
of sweet odors, whilst that of theLevite, 
who passed away on the other side of the 
Buffering man, was the synonym for all 
that is heartless and cruel in human 
nature. 
You were lying wounded and 
bleeding on the wayside and calling 
loudly for help. 
Harrison, the Levite, 
was going down to Jericho, and although 
he 
heard 
your 
loud 
plaints and 
agonizing 
cries 
for 
relief, 
and 
had 
the 
means in his 
power to 
alleviate your sufferings, he not only 
passed over to the other side, but derided 
you in your darkest hour of misery. 
Thurman, the Good Samaritan, was also 
coming that way, and hearing your sup­ 
plications, he went quietly over to you, 
cooled your parched lips, smoothed your 
fevered brow and staunched your bleed­ 
ing wounds. 
He then placed you on the 
road to the house of the healing doctor, 
and Cleveland has sent you on your way 
rejoicing, a well man. 
Choose ve be­ 
tween the two.”

All other things have failed them, and 
they are blind enough to fail to see the 
vast difference between the conditions of 
1888 and those of 1884. They have not 
the least hope of winning, but they will 
leave untried no chance by prejudice, 
falsehood and money to make an im ­ 
pression on the staunch old Democratic 
States of the East That is the meaning 
of the alteration in Blaine’s programme 
in the line of talk at the Madison Square 
meeting, and of the giving out at this 
time of Lord Sackville-West’s letter, but 
every one here realizes that in contriv­ 
ing the correspondence between the Eng­ 
lish Minister and the mythical Britisher 
in California the Republican headquarters 
have made a miserable mess of it and 
dug another pitfall into which they them­ 
selves tumbled. ¡Secretary Bayard’s dig­ 
nified and firm rebuke of Sackville’s in­ 
termeddling, made upon the British 
Minister’s avowal of the authenticity of 
the letter, is as severe a blow to British 
pretensions and Republican intrigues as 
the President’s retaliation message itself. 
Its chief result has been to bring into bold 
relief the fact that the interests of Eng­ 
land would be best subserved by a con­ 
tinuance of the Republican protection 
monopoly, against the Democratic plan 
of tariff reform, which would enable our 
products to compete with those of Eng­ 
land in the markets of the world.

If Blaine 
was running for President himself the 
affair no doubt would have been more 
successful, but Harrison’s name was 
never once mentioned, and the affair 
was conducted just as if Blaine was the 
candidate. The speech of the uncrowned 
king was in itself a failure and disap­ 
pointment. A great ovation had been 
looked for, instead of which there was 
only a commonplace address of a little 
over fifteen minutes’ duration, contain­ 
ing nothing to convince reason or excite 
enthusiasm. 
On the other hand, the great Demo­ 
cratic meeting at Cooper Institute on the 
same evening was extremely enthusias­ 
tic. and the greatest applause was given 
on the reading of Mayor Hewitt’s letter, 
declaring his absolute devotion to tariff 
reform and to the candidacy of Cleveland 
and Thurman.

‘Then you believe that Indiana is 
surely safe for Cleveland and Thur­ 
man?” 
“ I certainly do,” said Mr. Dalton, as 
he hailed a passing herdic.”—[Sunday 
Gazette.

How will she cast her Presidential 
vote on the 8th day of November, 1888? 
That is one of the most interesting ques­ 
tions now before the American public. 
In 1878 Mr. Tilden canfied Indiana by 
a plurality of 5,515, in a total vote of 
481,070. In 1880 Dorsey and Dudley, 
with two-dollar bills in long slips from 
the Federal Treasury, carried it by a 
plurality of 8,814 in a total vote of 470,­ 
873. In 1884 Cleveland carried it by 
8,512, in a total vote of 404 793. 
In 1888 Cleveland will again carry it— 
by how much ? The best estimates are a 
Democratic plurality of 12,000 in a total 
vote of 500,000. 
Such seems to \>e the drift. Despite 
the poweriul leverage of a local Republi­ 
can candidate for the Presidency. there 
are unmistakeable indications of large 
Democratic accessions from every class.

Ben is a good fellow, a first-rate auc 
tioneer and knows how to make a turn 
in real estate about as well as the next. 
But when it comes to the application oi 
logic to social and political conditions he 
is like the little boy who lost his bladder 
an d got beyond his depth. 
London is a 
city of five m illion inhabitants. 
In such 
a city it is not difficult to find unem­ 
ployed ; but it does not follow that 
this is the fault of high or low tariff, 
or no tariff at all. There may be relative 
tariff reasons for the poverty and dis- 
treeB in all large cities; but the main 
reasons will be found to be one that is 
inseparable from the aggregation of great 
masses of hum an beings in small spaces. 
There is poverty and want and en­ 
forced idleness in Paris, and surely 
neither 
free 
trade 
nor 
low tariff 
obtains 
in France. But how about 
New York? H as Ben seen any of the 
anti-Poverty 
demonstrations in 
that 
great hive ? Has he gone through the 
Five Points and the lower East-side of 
of the Bowery ? He will find as great 
squalor and distress and complainings 
about pauper wages and want of work in 
those quarters as he can find in the 
vicinity of the Seven Dials, Whitechapel 
or any other part of London. 
If the 
prosperity of either country were on the 
highest plane ever known to history in 
any part of the world, the great cities 
would still have their suffering classes. 
T hat London, the focus of a large popu­ 
lation, should present contrasts of ex­ 
trem e wealth and extreme poverty is not 
so much to be wondered at as that New 
a Y ork or other of our large cities should. 
Territorially G reat Britain is as Ossa to 
a w art compared with the United States. 
There the land, the rivers and even the 
sea have been for centuries concentered 
in the possession and ownership of a few. 
T he natural productions of the land and 
th e water belong to a class, and there is 
no new territory to which the redundant 
population can go. 
But in the United 
States there are millions of acres of 
virgin 
soil, 
untold 
mines 
as 
yet 
undiscovered and undeveloped. 
Vust 
forests untouched, great rivers whose 
finny inhabitants can be taken by any­ 
body w ithout let, and thousands of miles 
of territory where game abounds that is 
free to the hunter. Is it not more to

Now take Cleveland’s majority in 1884 of 
forty-three thousand in New York City 
and add to it the seventeen thousand 
natural majority to come out of the fifty 
odd thousand additional votes in that 
city which we are basing these estim ates 
on and we get sixty thousand to meet 
Mr. Harrison’s sixty thousand at Harlem 
river.

West, Governor of Utah, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior es­ 
tim ates that the population of the Terri­ 
tory is 220,000, an increase of 06 000 
since 18.80. 
The manufacturing indus­ 
tries of the Territory are said to be in a 
satisfactory condition, anti taken as a 
whole have been progressive and pros­ 
perous. Owing to the unusually light 
raiufall during the growing season dry- 
farming has not been a success, but ir­ 
rigated land has produced abundantly. 
The aggregate m ineral products of the 
Territory for 1887 is given as $7,037,000, 
of which $5,970,000 was silver. 
Labor, the report says, has been in de­ 
m and during the year. 
Nearly all the 
trades are well paid and fully employed. 
In the course of his rem arks upon the 
Mormon question the Governor say s: 
“ Nothing can justify the despotism of the 
Mormon political system to a people who 
have known and appreciate the blessings 
of free government. The unity of Church 
and State is perfect and indissoluble. 
It 
is based upon complete and absolute 
control of 
the priesthood, 
wielding 
supreme power exercised and wielded 
to as em anating immediately from God. 
Iu all things, secular as well as spiritual, 
the word of the priesthood is to the 
Mormon people the command of God, 
not only in the m atters of faith and 
morals, but in all civil, political and 
commercial affairs. This priesthood not 
only rules the church, but governs the 
State.” 
The Governor says he has no religious 
controversy with the Mormon people, 
with polygamy left out of the question, 
but he declaies that local civil govern­ 
ment under the Mormons is as theoretic 
as tlm t of the ancient Hebrews. 
Pending the settlem ent of the question 
of adm itting Utah into the Union, the 
Governor recommends the appointment 
by Congress of a comtniftee with full 
authority to make a complete, thorougl 
investigation of the civil as well as the 
religious conditions heretofore and now 
prevailing in the Territory. 
In justice to 
the whole country, the Governor says, as 
well as to the Mormon Church and the 
Mormon people, such an investigation 
should be made.

THE TRAMP. 
How He Travels Abont the 
Conntry. 


THE RAILROAD'S INCl’BL'S. 


Two of Them Get Into a Car Laden 
With Champagne—The 
Result. 


C ham pion* O nly of th e R ich . 
The Republican tariff “bill for bun­ 
combe protection’’ has been made public 
at last. It is a bill designed to increase 
nearly all the taxes imposed upon the 
poor and those of modest means, and to 
relieve from taxes those articles which 
all right thinking men and women be­ 
lieve should be taxed. 
A cold winter is doubtless before us. 
The kind of woolen goods generally worn 
by men and boys in this conntry is the 
kind rated as worth between forty and 
eighty cents a pound. The present tariff 
law taxes these goods at thirty-five cents 
a pound, and at forty cents on the dol­ 
lars' worth besides. The Mills bill took 
off the tax of thirty-five cents a pound, 
leaving the tax at forty cents on the dol­ 
lars’ worth. As if intentionally to strike 
at poorer persons who must wear these 
clothes, the Senators have increased the 
tax on the cheaper kinds, worth from 
forty to sixty cents a pound, and forty 
cents besides on the dollar, or thirty-five 
ents more than the Milis bill. 
To offset this, to pretend to reduce 
taxes, the Republican Senators propose 
to reduce the tax on imported Ilavana 
cigars, Cuban, Spanish, Turkish and 
Egyptian cigarettes from $3.50 a thou­ 
sand, and this, they say, is ‘ for the bene­ 
fit of labor.” 
Thetarill’tax on the medium grades of 
woolen cloth, shawls, etc.. for women is 
now 35 cents a pound and 15 cents on the 
dollar’s worth. The Republican Sena­ 
tors propose to increase the tax to 35 
cents a pound and 40 cents on the dol­ 
lar’s worth, or 35 cents more than the 
Mills bill. 
Then the Republican Senators turn to 
the workingwomen of the land and re­ 
duce the tax on imported cologne water 
and other foreign perfumeries and ex­ 
tracts from fifty cents on the dollar’s 
worth to twenty-five centB on the dol­ 
lar’s worth (each with twenty-five cents 
specific. They reduce the tax on im­ 
ported foreign candy, chocolate creams, 
etc., from ten cents and twelve cents a 
pound, and on French mixed candies 
from twenty-five cents a pound, all to five 
cents a pound. And they declare this is 
to “protect the wages of American 
labor.” 
They increase the tax on printing pa­ 
per for newspapers, etc., from twenty 
cents on the dollar to twenty-five cents, 
and reduce the tax on Chinese firecrack­ 
ers to eight cents a pound ; and oa chlo­ 
roform from fifty cents on the dollar to 
thirty cents on the dollar. 
The Republican Senators propose to 
keep up the present taxes on lumber and 
salt and tin, which every man in the 
country uses, and abolish the tax of ten 
dollars a pound on opium used for smok­ 
ing—a vice brought into this country 
by the Chinese. They reduce the 
internal taxes on cigarettes from three 
dollars a thousand to one dollar and a 
half. Boys smoke them now because 
they are cheap. More boys still would 
smoke them if they were cheaper. They 
call this “ protection!” “Protection” to 
whom! Certainly not to men who work 
for a living. 
The bill fills columns of the news­ 
papers, and the provisions referred to 
are but few out of many to which there 
will be occasion to refer. If this bill 
“for buncombe” could be put side by 
side with the Mills bill, there is not, we 
believe, a man who works for wages who 
would not stamp the Republican “bill 
for protection” a fraud upon himself and 
upon every other man who worked to 
sustain his family.—| Albany Argus.

Always with eome 
pitiful reason why they should receive 
food, these Bedouins of civilization pass 
along in a never-ending procession, as 
many asjorty having been counted pass­ 
ing a given point in one day. Some of 
them walk, but these are in the minority, 
and consist usually of unfortunates who 
are new at the business and have not yet 
learned how to beat their way on a train. 
Of these who travel by the cars some 
are very expert, as was evidenced last 
week when the three men that Detective 
Will Smith was after made the journey 
from Caliente to Deming, N. M., in 
three days, a difctance of 8tí2 miles. 
Some of them take advantage of an 
empty box-car, others get on the “ blind” 
side of the bsggage car, that is, the end 
next to the engine, for there is no door 
opening on to the 
platform 
by 
which the 
wary 
brakeman 
can 
pounce upon them. 
They jump off 
every time they come to a station and 
100 yards or so ahead of the train where 
they crouch down until the train comes 
by. when they jump aboard. The most 
daring ride underneath the cars on the 
trucks and cairy a small wooden plank 
which they place across the springs and 
use as a seat, resting their feet on the 
brakebeain below. Some idea of the 
numbers of homeless gentry who travel 
in some such manner can be obtained by 
the fact that in fully 50 per cent of the 
railroad accidents 
there 
is 
al­ 
ways a tramp killed, besides which 
every month 
there 
are 
filed 
in 
the railroad offices accident reports de­ 
tailing the deaths of “unknowns” who 
leave the world as unsatisfactorily as 
they have lived in it, at least the rail­ 
roads think so, who have to pay for their 
burial. Sometimes, however, the wan­ 
derers prove of use aB in the case of the 
throwing of the switch at Ripon on the 
Southern Pacific a couple of weeks ago, 
where but for the fact that the engineer 
had slowed up so that the brakeman 
could eject two tramps who were enjoy­ 
ing a free ride on the pilot, a terrible 
accident involving the loss of many lives 
would doubtless have occurred. The ends 
nf divisions are always headquarters of 
these nomads and at night-time a haul 
can always be made by visiting the 
empty boxcars around the depots which 
form 
as 
a 
rule 
their 
resting 
places. In small towns they occas­ 
ionally congregate in 
great force 
and in 
Winnemucca, Nev., which 
on the edge of the desert, captured 
that town about four years ago and held 
it for a couple of days, raiding the stores 
and saloons and carrying on high jinks 
in general. Southern California is their 
FAVORITE WINTER RESORT, 
And about the 1st of October they start 
flocking in from all directions, some of 
them making the trip from Chi­ 
cago, 
St. 
Louis and other East­ 
ern cities. 
The Sou hern Pacific is 
determined to wage war with them this 
year, however, and orders have been 
given to the night watchmen along the 
road to arrest any loiterers discovered 
after nightfall 
about 
the 
yards. 
During the past week several ’ raids 
have been made on the outcasts at 
Colton and about a dozen have been sent 
to the County Jail for a fifteen-days’ 
sojourn. The railroads have more to 
complain of than the public in general, 
for, apart from rides being stolen, a good 
deal of the miseiDg freight goes into the 
hands of these light-fingered gentry. They 
always have an eye open for an unsealed 
car, and the quantity of boots and shoe* 
they steal during a year would supply 
the wants of a marching regiment, They 
are also very fond of cigars and any­ 
thing 
in 
the 
dry 
goods 
line 
that can 
be 
conveniently 
carried 
away is always acceptable. Within the 
past two weeks a couple of them got in­ 
side a car containing a quantity of cham­ 
paign consigned to this city. When the 
car was opened at the freight house here 
the two pilferers were found lying 
side by side in a sound sleep on 
the bottom of the car, and scattered 
around were no less than a dozen empty 
juart bottles of Mumm's Extry Dry, so 
their carouse must have been a pro­ 
longed one. 
The railroads always 
have a number of detectives at 
different points on the road watch­ 
ing for these freight thieves, but 
the point at which the robbery is com­ 
mitted is very hard to locate. 
A car 
laden with boots, shoes, cigars, etc., 
may have crossed the continent, and if 
on being opened at its destination, a 
goad deal of its contests are missing, no 
one can say on which line the robbery 
occured. The trainmen are often credited 
with being the plunderers, and the grand 
jury at Rawlins, Wyoming, has lately 
returned 
twenty-three 
indictments 
against conductors and brakemen on the 
Union Pacific road for robbing freight 
trains running between Rawlins and 
Gree River. The robberies are supposed 
to cover a period of from twelve to fif­ 
teen months, and it is said that the losses 
will foot up several thousand dollars.

Those of 
sterling ability are always, however, as­ 
sured of a good salary, but the rank and 
file of mediocre talent always occupy a 
shaky and unenviable position.

they are engaged, however, they get a 
good salary, though their share of it is 
not very great, as their expenses are 
very heavy. The average variety per­ 
former gets *30 a week, this being 
about

minimum 
rate, 
which 
ranges 
as 
high 
as *200 a 
week 
for 
song 
and 
dance 
teams 
and 
sometimes even passes those figures. 
But the chorus singer, the “ supe” is the 
one who has the hardest time and as íb 
usual gets the least pay. 
A good many 
companies give their voice-men about 
*15 a week out of which they have to 
pay their personal expenses, all traveling 
costs being defrayed by the management.

I t i f C a n a r d b y a W a r w i t h t h e B ig 
C o a a t T r u s t . 
A boom has been given to building in 
the city owing to the great reductions in 
the price of lumber which have been 
made during the past few m onths. 
In 
conversation yesterday with a leading 
lumberman of the city, a H e r a l d scribe 
asked why these reductions had been 
made. 
“ Well,” was the reply, “ freights are a 
good deal cheaper now than they were 
six months ago. but this is not the chief 
reason. 
I suppose you are aware that 
the lum ber business on this coast is prac­ 
tically under the control of the Pacific 
Pine Lumber Company, which operates 
in the Northern part of the State. 
Ib is 
company 
is 
in 
reality 
a 
trust 
and 
as 
it 
contains 
nearly 
all 
the leading lumbermen on the coast it 
makes its own rates. 
When a new ven­ 
ture appeared on the scene it was almost 
certain to be swallowed up by the trust 
or else run out inside six months. 
Some 
time ago, however, five or six big houses 
declined to ojierate with the trust, and 
as they had their own millB they were to 
a certain extent independent. The trust 
at once declared war with them , and the 
contest is going on now, and accounts 
chietiy for the cheap lum ber. 
The 
tiust is 
offering 
lumber 
to 
con 
sumers at from 50 cents to *1.50 per 
thousand cheaper than to the trade, and 
by this means hopes to take all the busi­ 
ness away from the companies who had 
dared them. A reduction of about 33 per 
cent has been made on what the prices 
were last year, and I think that the rates 
now are cheaper than they have been for 
.'ears. 
The contractors are taking ad­ 
vantage of this and the result you see on 
every side—bouses going up by the hun­ 
dreds, one can almost say by the thou­ 
sand after a drive around this city.”
